I have an old D-104 mike holder and elements and a UG-8 stand. The 
element was bad so replaced it with a Radio Shack condenser mike. It 
seemed to work ok on my Argonaut but no way to test it's performance. 


So this evening I made a converter plug so I can use it with my 
Kenwood TS-50 radio. I worked 2 guys on 75 meters and 3 guys on 20 meters 
and called them using the Kenwood mike and then without saying anything 
switched mikes. In 4 of the 5 cases the listener heard a differance, 
mainly that the condenser mike has much more "punch". It has less lows and 
much more mid-range and high frequencys. 


This short test tells me the condenser mike has far flatter audio 
than the Kenwood mike.

Yes, but you also have to understand the power requirements of your radio. 
Let's say that your radio needs 1A with the key down on transmit and 100 mA 
on Receive. 


Now since you will (Like any good ham!) spend more time receiving than 
transmitting, at least 60% of radio time is receiving 

Taking into account that there are spaces between the dots and dashes the 
average power requirement during transmit will be about 1/2 the key down 
value + 1/2 the receive current 


Transmit current requirements will look like 1/2 Keydown value + 1/2 RX value 
in my example above 

0.5 A + ©.05A 

=0.55 A (or 550 mA) 


So now our power requirements look like 


Total average Current = (receive current X 0.6) + (Average TX current X 0.4) 
for my example we get (0.1 X 0.6) + (0.55 X 0.4) 

= 0.06+0.22 

=Q.28A Average current required to run our example transceiver 


>Why is the rating in Amp 
>Hours - 


This means that you battery can supply 1.4 A for one hour, to work out how 
long it will last just divide the rating in Ah by the average load current 


so in our case. 


1.4 / 0.28 


= 5 hours 
which is long enough to get cold, wet and have a lot of fun operating in 
the woods on a Sunday afternoon! 


Make sure that you understand the proper method of charging your battery 
and that most batteries have a self discharge rate (this means that 
batteries will slowly go flat (usually over a period of months.) when stored.

There are many of us who use Artificial Grounds. I use an MFJ unit 
here, have for almost 10 years. 


Keep in mind that an Artificial Ground is nothing more than an antenna 


tuner for your ground wire. In use, you connect the Artificial Ground 
to your transmitter's ground lug. If you use an antenna tuner, and the 
connections between the rig and the antenna tuner are short (on the 
order of 12 to 18 inches) you can connect it to the antenna tuner's 
ground post. A length of wire is connected to the Artificial Ground 
output and during your tune up procedure you adjust the artificial 
ground for maximum output. 


Here I use about 15 feet of wire connected to the Artificial Ground. I 
have used as much as 33 feet previously. Bear in mind that the 
Artificial Ground only provides a low impedance ground for the rig and 
antenna at RF. It will confer no DC ground. 


Any unbalanced antenna requires an RF ground. The Artificial Ground is 
an easy and effective way to get one.

I use a dipole like you describe but use a plain ‘ol shielded RCA jack. 
It's lighter 

for backpack operation, easier to assemble, and you can find them 
everywhere. You can use a BNC-RCA 

adapter, or install a bulkhead RCA jack in you rig. That's what I did. 
I can use either fitting. 

A way you can make 174U fit the BNC is to build up the 174U with shrink 


tubing 

to 58u size. This works too and looks pretty good. Much less trouble to 
attach 

an RCA jack. I've also made the 174U terminate at an SMA connector. 
These are 

expensive but are the most tiny of field options. Also a bear to find!

I used RCA connectors for a long time. As Paul mentions, they are easy to 
find and a lot easier than BNC's to work with. 


BUT - RCA connectors are intended for audio. As a result, they are lossy at 


RF. Probably not much of an issue at 80 meters, but I'd be concerned on 20. 
There are nice ceramic ones available which are very hard to find and less 
lossy, but they are very fragile - hardly what you want for field work. 


Stick with the BNC. They are expensive, and a pain to assemble, but the 
result will be a lot more satisfying. The SMAs are nice too, but even more 
expensive. I've been considering changing to SMAs because of their small 
size and light weight, but when I look at buying them ... well, I could have 
a new radio for the price of a dozen connectors.

When we needed bnc connectors on rg-174 for test leads 
in the shop, and not having the adaptors needed, we would 
use the regular connector, set the center conductor and 
shield as would normally be done with the rg58 or rg-59 
adaptor to hold the shield and then fill the cavity 
with a fast setting epoxy, and in some cases silicone 
sealer - never had any problems with them working loose, 
and no adverse effects from the silicone.

Bob, 


You are correct, a long wire antenna will be much more effective is you 

provide it with a good RF ground. Now, you say, what is the difference 

between a good RF ground and any old ground which may be adequate for AC 
or DC? 


Impedance. A good RF ground has a very low impedance AT THE OPERATING 
FREQUENCY. That is an important qualifier, it implies about a 1/4 wave 
length at the operating frequency. It is best satisfied by a plain old 
piece of wire that is about 1/4 wavelength at the operating frequency 
connected to the ground terminal on the back of your tuner. You may 
want to use a "ground tuner" like the one made by MFJ or TenTec. These 
devices will allow you to use a short piece of wire at any frequency. I 
use about 15 feet of wire here fed through an MFJ Artificial Ground. 

Oh, you want to tape up the far end of the wire as it may be RF hot if 
you use QRO gear. 


Now about your three pronged plugs. You don't know if there is even a 
ground connection to the third prong. In many cases the outlet boxes 
were installed to comply with the code and the third wire was never 
installed. It cost a whole lot of money to rewire the house, assuming 
it was not built at a time when three wire outlets were the code! 
Outlets are cheap, wire is not! And then there is the mater of the 
length of the run. If they ae connected to ground the run may be 100 
feet or more. It may work at 80 or 40 meters, but the impedance will be 
way too high at higher frequencies!

Regarding 4Q2 matter, I vividly recall the unofficial but widespread use 
of 4Q2 by military CW ops during WW2. 


It was quite customary to receive the challenge prosign 4Q from the 
operator you had just passed traffic to, at the end of the session, 
especially when the originating operator was relatively unskilled. One 
was expected to respond with 4Q2, thus completing and authenticating the 
exchange. 


Just after WW2, a station signing "4Q20M" was very active on 420 and 40M 
cw, but his location was never disclosed, as far as I know. 


The present day iteration of 4Q2 would appear to be the digital signal 
one often receives from other motorists, although this has not yet been 
confirmed. 


The transition from 4Q to 4Q2 is fairly obvious, but the use of 402 as a 
callsign prefix is less well understood.
